He stood lllotiull!ets for develop-

over slightly and peering into the 
mass of undergrowth he detected 
the monster's fiery eyes. The wild 
cut was only five feet from hull 
and crouching to make a spring at 
him.

It is not genernllv known 
by the outside world that tlm Ken¬ 
tucky mountaineers are tin* niu*t 
j expert people ill the world at 
throwing stones, a- well a- use of 
tie* rill", and there are extant 
many interesting und true ac¬ 
counts of their performance m 
this line of sport. Old I nole Ike 
Terry, of Breathitt, ami now past 
eighty, once killed an ox by the 
throw of a stone, standing 7f>yards 
from the object. Oue *»f the Tuul- 
bees, a pioneer, was 111 thu habit of 
killing d"«r with atones. 

"I hope to be spared of another 
experience like th" one I had in 
that dark ravine,” said Mr. Rey¬ 
nolds. “My life was in danger, 
and I knew it. Just imngine, my 
esca|Mi depended upon that throw 
of th* stone. If I had missed my 
aim it would have been up to roe."
